SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1980  was  a  busy  year  for  your  selectmen.  The  Tax  Map  was  completed  and  has  proven  to  be 
invaluable  in  locating  property  lines  and  as  an  assessing  aid.  This  year  we  will  make  the  final 
payment  to  O'Donnell. 

As  we  reported  last  year,  land  was  reassessed  to  allow  a  more  equitable  sharing  of  the  tax 
burden  based  on  real  property  values.  Homes  were  assessed  upwards.  At  the  same  time,  how- 
ever; since  home  values  have  been  kept  up  to  date,  everyone  received  the  same  percentage  of 
increase.  We  will  be  reviewing  any  complaints  on  a  per  case  basis.  Anyone  concerned  with  their 
taxes  should  be  aware  that  seventy-five  percent  goes  to  school  and  county  payments.  On  March 
3rd  there  will  be  a  school  budget  meeting.  Taxpayers  are  urged  to  attend. 

The  Town  Hall  received  a  sprucing  up  this  past  summer.  Sadly,  it  has  fallen  into  poor  repair 
and  needs  a  great  deal  of  attention.  Our  Town  Hall  is  the  only  public  building  we  have,  let'smake 
it  one  to  be  proud  of. 

A  series  of  meetings  were  had  between  Franconia,  Easton  and  Sugar  Hill  to  discuss  various 
issues  of  mutual  concern.  One  development  arising  from  these  meetings  was  our  acceptance  of 
the  emergency  telephone  service.  This  service  has  already  been  well  used  by  Easton  residents. 

Clean  Up  Day  once  again  was  a  great  success.  Our  thanks  to  Miriam  Wutzdorff  who  baked 
goodies  and  served  coffee  to  the  workers,  also  Peg  Whitcomb  and  Kay  Colton  for  baking.  Clean 
up  crew  were  Floyd  Ramsey,  Marte  Colton,  Connie  Dyer,  Lori  Sherburn,  Jill  Glover,  Tad 
Glover,  Russ  and  Ruth  Towne,  Mary  Ellen  Barnes,  Marjorie  Libby,  Bunny  Ford  and  Matthew, 
Barbara  Gk)rdon  and  kids,  Peg  Kenney,  Joanne,  Billy,  Bode,  Kyla  and  Bob  Wutzdorff.  Bob 
Wutzdorff  also  supplied  garbage  bags. 

You  will  note  a  large  increase  in  Fire  Protection  this  year.  This  increase  reflects  a  projected 
contract  with  Franconia  and  Sugar  Hill.  It  is  obvious  that  Easton  is  inexorably  approaching 
the  day  when  it  can  no  longer  rely  on  neighboring  towns  to  provide  services.  This  year  we  are 
including  a  small  amount  in  the  budget  for  Fire  Superintendent's  expenses.  Most  of  this  will  be 
used  by  a  committee  formed  to  research  the  question  of  future  fire  protection. 

Easton  is  growing.  Slowly  but  with  an  increasing  rate  we  are  leaving  the  familiar  bucolic 
period  behind.  Higher  population,  more  school  children  and  more  homes  all  contribute  to  the 
inevitability  of  more  services  and,  of  course,  higher  taxes.  The  problems  as  yet,  are  far  from 
critical  but  now  is  the  time  to  begin  planning  for  the  future. 

We  would  like  to  extend  our  thanks  to  Bob  Wutzdorff,  who  donated  the  picnic  tables  at  the 
Town  Hall  to  the  citizens  of  Easton.  They  have  been  enjoyed  by  many. 

One  final  note;  Peg  Whitcomb  is  retiring  this  year  after  many,  many  years  of  diligent  service 
to  Easton  as  Treasurer.  Our  grateful  thanks  and  best  wishes  go  to  Peg;  we  will  miss  her  help.

Last  November  a  new  service  went  into  effect  for  the  Town  of  Easton,  an  easy  to  remember 
four  digit  number  8123  will  be  the  sole  number  to  be  used  to  report  FIRE  -  POLICE  -  EMS 
(ambulance).  This  is  a  24  hour  answering  service  capable  of  dispatching  the  emergency  units  to 
your  location  in  a  matter  of  minutes. 

With  the  energy  crisis,  the  use  of  wood  as  an  alternative  source  of  heat  has  increased  the  danger 
of  fire  for  the  homeowner.  With  the  increased  use  of  wood  stoves  and  the  many  problems  asso- 
ciated with  them  the  Town  of  Easton  has  implemented  an  inspection  program  for  the  installation 
of  wood  stoves  and  chimneys.  It's  the  hope  of  this  program  to  prevent  problems  that  come  with 
the  use  of  wood  stoves  and  chimneys. 

In  1980  there  were  a  few  minor  problems  that  were  easily  taken  care  of  with  no  major  damage. 

Once  again  I  hope  you  have  a  fire  safe  year  for  both  yourselves  and  families.

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EASTON  FIRE  REGULATIONS 

Approved  by  the  Selectmen  by  unanimous  vote  on  May  19,  1980 
REFERENCE:  RSA  154 
ORGANIZATION 

I.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  chief  fireward,  henceforth,  to  be  known  as  Fire  Superintendent. 

II.  The  Fire  Superintendent  shall  have  the  authority  and  duties  proscribed  by  the  Statutes  of 
New  Hampshire.  Such  authority  may  be  modified  by  town  regulations  when  such  limitations  are 
considered  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  town. 

III.  The  Fire  Superintendent  shall  make  every  effort  to  carry  out  his  duties  and  shall  make 
periodic  reports  to  the  Selectmen. 

IV.  The  Fire  Superintendent  shall  be  responsible  for  enforcement  of  EASTON  FIRE  REG- 
ULATIONS. 

V.  Fire  regulations  for  Easton  are  intended  to  be  consistent  with  accepted  safety  standards.  If 
a  town  regulation  conflicts  with  a  state  safety  standard,  such  state  regulation  shall  take  pre- 
cedent. 

VI.  Violators  of  fire  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  fines  as  provided  by  New  Hampshire  Statutes. 

REGULATIONS 

I.  Oil  burners  and  oil  or  fuel  storage  require  a  permit  signed  by  the  Fire  Superintendent  before 
such  equipment  is  used. 

II.  Wood  burning  or  other  solid  fuel  heating  equipment  shall  require  a  permit  to  operate.  Re- 
inspection  shall  be  required  every  two  years. 

Ila.  Failure  to  obtain  a  reinspection  of  heating  equipment  within  30  days  of  due  date,  shall 
render  original  permit  invalid. 

III.  New  chimneys  shall  be  inspected  and  approved  before  use. 

IV.  Public  buildings  and  places  of  business  shall  be  inspected  each  year  for  hazardous  conditions. 

IVa.  Recommendations  shall  be  made  by  the  Fire  Superintendent  and  copies  sent  to  property 
owners,  selectmen  and  retained  for  future  reference.

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TRUST  FUNDS 

December  31,  1980 

All  of  the  Trust  Funds  are  invested  in  the  Littleton  Savings  Bank  and  only  the  interest  may 
be  used  from  the  Cemetery  Trust  Funds  for  the  care  of  the  Cemetery.  There  are  21  Cemetery 
Trust  Funds,  all  invested  in  2^^  year  certificates,  which  draw  more  interest  than  the  regular 
savings  accounts.  One  new  Trust  Fund  was  added  in  1980. 

The  22nd  Trust  Fund  is  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  also  in  a  2/2  year  certifcate.  This  was  started 
in  1945,  with  $300.00  appropriated  at  Town  Meeting,  and  with  $300.00  more  appropriated  in 
1946.  It  has  been  steadily  gathering  interest,  until  at  the  end  of  1980  there  is  a  total  of  $2, 121.71, 
plus  the  $600.00  principal,  a  grand  total  of  $2,721.71.  This  fund  can  be  used,  if  needed,  by  an 
article  in  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  on  a  vote  of  the  Town.  Since  it  is  a  254  year  certificate,  if 
it  is  drawn  before  the  certificate  matures,  the  penalities  would  be  severe  through  loss  of  interest.

PLANNING  BOARD 

Development  pressures  were  reduced  significantly  during  1980  due  to  record  interest  rates. 
The  subdivisions  that  the  Board  was  asked  to  review  were  primarily  the  result  of  estates  being 
settled  or  divisions  of  land  among  family  members.  Only  one  of  these  proposals  did  not  conform 
to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  had  to  be  refused. 

The  Board  has  been  working  on  a  set  of  Subdivision  Regulations  that  we  feel  will  fit  the  needs 
of  the  Town  of  Easton.  We  have  tried  to  keep  them  simple  and  yet  to  provide  for  orderly  growth 
and  development.  The  most  important  aspect  of  these  regulations  is  that  they  will  enable  the 
Board  to  make  decisions  based  on  these  guidelines  and  thereby  insure  equitable  treatment  for  all. 

The  implementation  of  Subdivision  Regulations  is  an  important  step  for  the  Town  of  Easton 
and  will  provide  needed  control,  but  there  are  several  other  areas  that  need  attention.  The  most 
important,  revising  the  Zoning  Ordinance  in  order  to  get  rid  of  some  ambiguities  and  to  bring 
it  up  to  date,  will  occupy  the  Board  during  the  coming  year.  We  invite  anyone  who  has  an  interest 
in  these  matters  to  participate.

Whoever  keeps  a  dog  contrary 
totheprovisionsof  Chapter  466,  R.S.A.  may  FORFEIT  as  much  as  $15.00  to  the  city  or  town 
in  which  the  dog  is  kept  (466:13). 

THIS  LAW  WILL  BE  STRICTLY  ENFORCED  BY  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES 

The  police  department  spent  many  hours  investigating  robberies,  running  after  stray  dogs 
and  assisting  the  townspeople,  especially  the  elderly. 

Speeding  violations  BY  RESIDENTS  CONTINUE  TO  BE  EXTREMELY  HIGH  on  Route 
116  and  side  roads.  All  of  us  living  in  this  town  should  set  an  example  by  keeping  our  speed  at 
the  minimum  to  protect  the  safety  of  our  residents. 

I  have  worked  closely  with  the  Sheriff's  Department,  the  State  Police  and  the  police  depart- 
ments of  Franconia  and  Sugar  Hill  in  an  effort  to  have  better  protection  for  Easton. 

The  selectman  have  been  most  cooperative,  and  I  have  attended  their  requests  to  the  best  of 
my  ability.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business.  Forest  fire  prevention 
slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with  Smokey  Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a 
national  effort  to  check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  was  the 
responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century  before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature 
established  our  first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a  town/city 
forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground  must  be  approved  in  writing 
by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being  kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden 
and  his  deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  the 
town/city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire  training 
costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has  given  New  Hampshire 
one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States.
